mission men lies in the Mexican crop. 
The first car of Mexican tomatoes is 
expected to arrive in 
Ixis 
Angeles 
within a week, or two weeks at the 
most. 
These tomatoes are of extra 
fancy grade and with the big import 
duty, the freight and special packing 
they cannot in any way compete with 
the low {trices of locals. 
The only 
thing the dealers can do and expect 
to do with the Mexican tomatoes is 
to ship them directly east where to­ 
matoes are bringing big prices at pres- 
eni and will all winter. 
Cucumbers from the hothouses are 
aoout the only ones selling at pres­ 
ent. 
They are bringing from 75 cents 
to $1.25 a dozen. 
Until this year the 
cucumber crop of this section was pro­ 
duced by one or two Hollywood grow­ 
ers and they obtained as high as $3.00 
per dozen for their stock. 
This large 
sum proved an incentive for others to 
enter the business with the result that 
there are at least five or six producers 
in this section this year. 
In the north 
one concern has planted a great num­ 
ber of vines and expects to get 30,000 
dozen of the finest cukes, which in a 
measure will destroy the local grow­ 
ers' opportunities 
that 
existed 
in 
northern shipments. 
There was little doing on the staple 
market, it being one of the quietest 
days in several weeks.
